Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant' s representative argued that the 
prior art does not teach "an input terminal; and a signal processor converting an input signal applied to said input terminal into an output 
signal to be recognized by said computer" in claim 1. Examiner disagrees with the applicant because Nakajima teaches in Figure 1 where 
input devices 104 and 105 connected to the display device 103 via an input terminal (not shown) and it is inherent in the art that for two 
devices to be connected to each other they must use connectors (USB). When the display device receives the input signal from the input 
devices 104 and 105, it needs to convert the input signa in a machine language that the computer can understand which means that the 
display device inherently includes a processor to convert the input signal from 104 and 105. The applicant's representative argued that 
the prior art does not teach "an input terminal coupled to said controller disposed to receive an input signal" in claim 9. Examiner 
disagrees with the applicant because Fig.1 of the prior art a display device 103 that receives input signal from the 104 and 105 and needs 
to transmit them to the computer 102 and to do that the display device inherently includes a controller to transmit the input signal. The 
embodiment of Fig.1 clearly reads on claims 1 and 9. Claim 8 needs to be canceled also because it depends on canceled claim 6. 
Therefore the rejection is maintained. 
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
